PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Dear Baeturen: In consequence of the removal of the President out of the 
bounds of our Synod, it is made obligatory upon the Secretary to discharge th 
duties of that office until the vacancy be filled. Once more have we convened u 
a Synodical body, by the kind providence of God, who hath “ crowned our live 
with good.” To him let grateful incense arise from every heart, that our lives an 
spared, and peace and prosperity now smile upon us. But we are under renewed 
and sacred obligations of gratitude to the great Head of the church for the special 
out-pourings of his spirit upon several congregations connected with this Syneé 
The revivals of religion if St. Michael's, Iredell county; St. John's, Cabarrus; 
St. John's, Salisbury; and St. Matthew's and Luther's, Rowan, during the closing 
year, is perhaps unprecedented in the Lutheran church, in North Carolina. 

Protracted meetings have proved a great blessing to the church from the earlies A. 
ages, and they are now loudly called for in all our congregations. 

I deem it proper to direct the attention of Synod to a clause of our constitutio Ci 
adopted at our last meeting, which gives the Synod power “ to form and chang 
ministerial districts and to inquire whether the time has arrived when any un- B. 
terial changes can be effected, promotive of greater good to the churches? 

A letter was received on the 3rd of February, from Rev. J. H. Coffman, asking 
leave to resign his church in Salisbury, which, for the reasons assigned, was grante¢ 
A communication from the Rev. J. B. Anthony, dated March 14th, 1849, has

The Committee on the state of Religion beg leave to make the 
following Report : 


1. We notice the adverse circumstances of the Church. And here, we remark, 
that much of the ground, which ought to be occupied by us, is still lying waste, 
—numbers.of vacant Churches and destitute neighborhoods, call to us to come to 
their help, but the paucity of Ministers prevents a response to their petitions. Many 
of the people connected with us, it must be confessed, occupy a position in spirit- 
ual things, far beneath their duty and privilege. Vice of the worst forms corrode 
the vitals of the Church—her members often participate in those practices which 
are common among bad men. Zion yet mourns for lack of knowledge. Search 


rs. 
the Scriptures,” is a divine precept, which with many, goes unheeded. “ Pray 
ry Ser. without ceasing,” is an Apostolic injunction, but meets no response from the ma- 
jority of even the members of the Church. 


“ Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy,” was thundered forth with ter- 
rific grandeur from Sinai’s top, and made of perpetual and universal obligation, and 
yet professed followers of Christ drive their teams and pursue their secular busi- 
ness on the Lerd’s holy day. Profane swearing is another of the most common 
sins in the Church. O! how these things cause the pious heart to bleed! 

2. We rejoice to see the dawning of a brighter day. The Churches and peo- 
ple are waking up. The family altar of prayer and praise is erected, and a more 
general inquiry of what must we do”? is now heard in the Churches. Sever- 
al congregations have been much revived, the spirit of the Lord is with us, and 
we are glad to see sin giving way. Under its benign and hallowed influence, the 
dram shop closes, and whiskey wagons disappear. The voice of profanity is hush - 
ed, and that of prayer isheard. We hail this as the first fruits of an abundant 
harvest, and earnestly pray, O Lord revive thy work.
